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Fugenc’s Army continues fn its Sitdaffon upon the 
Banksot the Neckar; viat we Hetlians are fill in the 
Rhingaa; that the Marthal de Coigny is pofted all 
along the Rhine, from Worms to Philipsburg, having 
given the neceflary Orders to oppofe the Imperialifts, 
whole Army has made a new Motion towards that 
Rivers and thatthe Army of the Emperor and Em- 
ire confiits of 108 Battalions, and 187 Squadrons, 
befides 1% Battalions under General Petrafch in the 
Black Foreit, and g Battalions more that continue at 
Mentz. 

The Depasture of Count Konigfegg for the Coun- 
try of Frent, was fixed for laitWeek.
